A lively debate took place on Tues- 
day afternoux and night on the sub- 
ject of Canadi’s trade relatigus with 
Britain, the occasio2 being the im- 
position of the duties on ilour and 
wheat by the British government. 
Mr. McLean, conservative, accused the 
government of having failed to look 
after the incierests of Canada, other- 
wise Canad would have been given a 
preference. He argued that -the fact 
of Canada having given a preference 
on S5ritish manufactures without 
asking anything in return was the 
cause of Britain not having made any 
exception in favor of Canada when im- 
posing the duties on flour 9nd wheat. 
This was the general line taken on the 
conservative side. On behalf of the 
government it was maintained that 
the fact of Canada already having 
given Britain a preference put her in 
the best possible position to claim 
preference from Britain now. that dut- 
ties were laid upon flour and wheat. 
They held that if the policy of the op- 
position had beem adopted, namely, 
that inier-imperial preference should 
not be given excert after ne- 
gotiations and mutual conces- 
sions, there would have been no 
chance of Canada _ profiting, as 
it would be only reasonable to sup- 
pose that in return for free Canadian 
wheat and flour Britain would de- 
mand free British manufactures,—a 
demand which certainly the protection- 
ist opposition could not concede. No 
motion was made so that a vote was 
not taken. 

Ottawa, April 17. 

The railway committee had a lively 
session this morning on the applica- 
tion of the Red Deer Valley Railway 
and Coal Company tor extension 0° 
time in which to complete their rail- 
way to the Knee Hill Creek coal banks. 
The present charter expires on the 
first of July next and the Company 
wanted an extension of two years more 
for completion of the firsi fifty miles. 
The Calgary city council had passed a 
resolution opposing any further exten- 
sion of time to this company. This 
wais read by the Minister of Railways 
on the bill coming up and was sup- 
ported by the member for Alberta. Al- 
though the line of the proposed railway 
is short the history of the company 
is long and eventful. It first ap- 
pears on record in an order-in-cquncil 
of 1888, in which it is set forth that 
one. J. Ick Evans, of Toranto, is de- 
Birous of enlisting capital wherewith 
to construct a railway from Cheadle 
stalion on the C. P. R. east of Calgary, 
northerly to the Red Deer river, for 
the purpose of developing the agricul- 
tural, grazing and coal lands in that 
district. To aid Mr. Evans in this 
commendable enterprise the order-in- 
council schedules to the as yet non- 
existent company a number of town- 
ships lying south ard west of the Red 
Deer river comprising a total areaof 
some 320,000 acres. This land is inal- 
ternate townships and includes the 
even as well as the odd sectigns in 
those townships. In the following 
year, *89, a charter was granted for 
the building of the railway but the 
railway was not built, and from time 
to time the charter was renewed by 
patliament ard the land grant con- 
tinued by order-in-council, the last 
order being dated 1900. During this 
time the company had decided that 
Cheadle was not the proper starting 
point and the charter and land grant 
had been arranged for a line from Cal- 
gary. The changes in the promoters 
of the company and the  vicissitvdes 
suffered by them from 1888 until 1902, 
some fourteen years, are not a matter 
of any great public concern beyond the 
fact that no practical work was done 
towards building the railway or de- 
veloping the coal and Jand interests in 
the track reserved from settlement. 
It is worth mentioning that the most 
westerly township of the reserve lies 
some fifteen miles east of Carstair’s 
&étation on the C. and BE. railway line. 
Of course during the early years of the 
life of the charter the land included 
in the grant had no specia! value, but 
after the ©. and E. railway was con- 
structed and seitlers began te come 
in the lands began to acquire at first 
a speculative and latterly a real value. 
This was sufficient to keep up an in- 
terest: on the part of the successors of 
the promoters into whose hands the 
charter fell. Some two years ago the 
last of the many chaniges of proprie- 
torship to date took place, and at last 
session of parliament another revival 
of the charter waiss secured. By this 
time, hewever, public opinion had be- 
come somewhat aroused because of 
the repeated failures of the company 
to build and because of their holding 
a large tract of what had become valu- 
able land from settlement. On  ac- 
count of this feeling action was tak- 
em by parliament which was thought 
would be effective in compelling e irly 
completion of the work. ‘The company 
was required to deposit with the goy- 
ernment $50,000 in cash as a guaran- 
tee that twenty-five miles would be 
completed by the Ist of July of the 
current year. This was considered 
both. by the Senate and the Commons 
to close the matter up finally. The 
understanding was distinct that if the 
company were not now able to fulfil 
their agreement they must expect to 
lose their charter. As before, the 
company agiin failed to do anything 
substantial towards building the road 
and it became necessary for them to 
apply again to parliament for another 
extension. Hearing of this the Cal- 
gary city council passed the resolution 
zlready mentioned, and forwarded it 
to Ottawa. When the bill came for- 
ward this morning ihe solicitors of the 
company made the usual plea of un- 
foreseen difficulties and asked for a 
further two years extension from the 
Ist of July next. Mr. Oliver ex- 
plained to the committee the facts re- 
garding the company and stated that 
he bad been instructed by his con- 
Ktituents to oppose any extension of 
the charter, but with a view of meet- 
ing the company half way he maved 
that they be given until the lst of 
July, 1903, to complete the first fifty- 
five miles of their line. Incidentaliy 
it may be mentioned that at last ses- 
sion they secured an extension of their 
charter to Battleford. This praposi- 
tion of companies was at once seized 
upon by the advocates of the company 
as admitting the fairness of their de- 
mand for two years extension and an 
amendment waS moved in their 
interest that they be given 
until the Ist of September, 
1903, to complete. The discussion he- 
came general and turned on the bad 
faith shown by the company in the 
past and the responsibility asked to be 
assumed by the committee, who by re- 
newal of the charter would practically 
convey to the company 320,000 acres of 
land having an estimated value of a 


million dollars. The advocates of the j 


company feeling satisfied that they 
could carry the committee, refused to 
accept Mr. Oliver’s offer. This was 
taken by the committee as an evidence 


that they did not really mean to build 
and that their present demand for an 
extension of time would merely be fol- 
lowed by another when it had expired. 
The whole of the discussion took place 
on the questio2 as to whether the pre- 
amble of the bill should piss. — The 
vote being taken showed a maJjority of 
one against the bill. The amendmenis 
wers of course not reached and the de- 
feat of the bill was reported to the 
House. Possibly its promoters may 
succeed in having the action of the 
committee set aside by the House, but 
at any rate railway promoters have 
been taught that they cannot depend 
on the railway committee voting them 
all they ask whenever they ask it. This 
was one of the very few occasions up- 
on whick a band of railway promoters 
were actually knocked out in the com- 
mittee and shows a growing sentiment 
in favor of protecting the public as 
against promoters’ or corporate _ 
terests. e 

In the House to-day the Minister ot 
Justice sntroduced the bill to permit 
the C. P. R. to issue $20,000,000 more 
stock. Under the pravisions of the 
hill the stock must be sold at not less 
than par, nine millions of the money 
realized must be used to purchase roll- 
rolling stock, and the total amount of 
twenty millions is excluded from any 
calculation of the proiits of the coma 
pany before the provisions regarding 
control of rates becomes effective. The 


“provision in the original charter that 


the government shall not reduce the 
rates until 10 per cent has been earn- 
ed on capital, is restricted to capital 
actually invested in the road, _ and 
provision has been made for arriving 
at an accurate knowledge of the 
amount of capital so invested. 

McLean objected to the bill that 
while granting the C. P. R. a great ad- 
vantage in the issue of such a large 
amount of stock, it did not take effec- 
tive means of enabling the government 
to control the rates nor did it provide 
for limiting the term of exemption of 
Cc. P. R. land from taxation. In re- 
gard to the latter point, on being ques- 
tioned, the Minister of Justice said 
that he was prepared to inform the 
House fully as to the steps which had 
been taken to secure a definition of the 
term of the C. P. R. land exemption 
when his estimates were being dis- 
cussed. This was accepted as satis- 
factory by the leader of the opposition. 

Honorable Mr. Sifton introduced a 
bill to extend the time during which 
the slaughter of wood buffalo is pro- 
hibited.

POLICE PENSIONS. 

On Thursday, April 10th, the bill re- 

garding pensions to officers of the’ N. 
W. M. Police was considered in com- 
mittee of the whole. The premier, who 
introduced the bill, explained that it 
was based on the provisions of the act 
regarding pensions to militia officers. 
During the discussion on_ section 5, 
which made provision for a gratuity in 
case of disablement in the discharge of 
duty. : 
Mr. Oliver said; It does not seem 
to be a question of what the cast is, it 
is a question of what is fair and right. 
If I read the section corrrectly, it 
seems to me that it misses the import- 
ant purpose of a pension. Under the 
provisions of the vill we give a pension 
to an officer who has served his full 
term,in the force for the reason that 
he has become incapacitated for fur- 
ther service or for earning his living 
outside the force. The man who is in- 
capacitated by reason of bodily injury 
received in the discharge of his duty, 
at whatever period of his term of ser- 
viee, is in exactly the same position 
as the man who has served twenty- 
five or thirty years; and I humbly sub- 
mit that it is not only for his advan- 
tage, but in the interest of the coun- 
try, that he sbould be dealt with in 
the same way. If an action arises ia 
which an officer is compelled to risk 
life and limb, it is only fair that hay- 
ing risked his life and limb 1a the gser- 
vice of the country, he should not be 
at a loss. The country should stand 
the financial loss so far as that can be. 
Iwould suggest that this is the purpose 
of a pension, and, with all due defer- 
ence, that purpose is not met by this 
section i 

Section allowed to stand. 

On section 8. : 

Mr. Oliver. This clause is in exactly 
the same position as clause 5. If the 
officer loses his life in tie discharge 
of his duty, his family decome depen- 
dent on the country in one way -or 
another, and it seems to me that the 
least the government can do is to 
teplace that loss as far as it can 
reasonably be dine. 

I understood the Minister of 
Justice (Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick) to 
Say that those receiving injuries in 
action were provided for under the 
Militia Act. There have been many 
injuries received by the memders of 
the mounted police force in the dis- 
charge of their duties which could be 
hardly characterized as injuries receiv 
ed in action. So I think it is neces- 
sary, if the idea i have is to bea met, 
that there should be provision in this 
act to meet the case of those jnjured 
in the discharge of their duties. It 
feems to me rather strange that an 
officer who, we will suppose, has suc- 
cessfully dodged danger for twenty or 
twenty-five years should get a pension, 
while the dependent relatives of an of- 
ficer who, in the first year of his ser- 
vice, serves his country by sacrificing 
his life receives nothing. That is sure- 
ly an unfair proposition, and, what is 
more, it is not in the interests of effi- 
cient service, which is the chief pu e 
to be attained by all such msicever os 
this.

Terms Proposed by Boer Leaders. 


The Hague, April 14.—From those 
close in touch with the Boer leaders 
here, it appears that the latest secret 
despatch from South Africa outlines 
the peace proposals now under discus- 
Sion at Pretoria. They closely follow 
the summary given on Saturday last 
by the Evening News of Edinburgh, 
with the following details; 

The Boers accept a _ British lord 
commiussione- with a Boer executive, 
both to be resident at Pretoria. ‘ 

The country to be divided into dis- 
tricts with British district officers and 
a Boer committee chosen by polling 
by the burghers. The veto right to be 
reserved to the British government. 
The majority of the British officers 
must be conversant with the Dutch 


language. 
Johannreskurg to be retroceded to 
the British with a complete British 


civic organization. 
A war indemnity of at least £10,- 


000,000 to be distributed by mixed 
committees. 
Disarmament io occur when the 


first batch of Boer risoners is 
back to South Africa.

The expense of garrisons in South 
Africa to be borne by Great Britain; 

The present Boer leaders io be re- 
tained in office so far as possible.
